Liverpool—Mrs. Edith Rigby, a well 
known suffragette, was sentenced to 
nine months’ hard labor for setting 
fire to the country residence of Sir 
William H. Lever at Irvington, Lan- 
cashire, on July 8, and causing damage 
estimated at $100,000. 


Phoenix, Ariz.—The Grand canyon of 
Arizona will become a Masonic temple 
September 8th and9th.

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PRESIDENT WILL NOT 
RECOGNIZE HUERTA 


Wilson’s Policy of Non-Inter- 
ference in Mexico to 
Remain Uuchanged 


First Steps Taken in Definite Policy 
—Resignation of Ambassador 
Promptly Accepted 


Washington—President Wilson took 
the first steps Monday in the policy 
through which he proposes to deal with 
the Mexican situation. He formlaly 
accepted the resignation of Ambassa- 
dor Henry Lane Wilson to take effect 
on October 14, and sent to Mexico as 
his personal representative—but not 
accredited to the Huerta government 
—former Governor John Lind of Min- 
nesota, a lifelong friend of Secretary 
Bryan. 

The understanding is that when a 
stable government is establishea in 
Mexico, Mr. Lind will be named as 
ambassador. 

That Mr. Lind will be empowered 
to explain to all inquirers the unalter- 
able opposition of the American gov- 
ernment to the recognition of the 
Huerta administration is expected to 
be a factor which may assist the situ- 
ation. 

Prominent Mexicans have taken it 
upon themselves to try to persuade 
General Huerta to retire in favor of 
another provisional executive, accepta- 
ble to all factions. 

Meanwhile arms and munitions of 
war from the United States will con- 
tinue to be denied to the two warring 
forces, and ualess it is apparent that 
internal éftorts to bring about peace 
have failed the United States will not 
offer its services as a mediator. Mr. 
Lind undoubtedly will act in that ca- 
pacity when the time comes. 


Washington — Official Washington 
read with keen interest the eration 
of Aurliano Urrutia, the Mexican min- 
ister uf the interior, that Provisional 
President Huerta would not resin, and 
moreover would brovk no interference 
on the part of foreigners in his admin- 
istration. 

While no plan that the American 
governm thas had un -r s: rious con- 
rideration involved any direct inter- 
ference in Mextcan affairs, the admit- 
ted attitude of the administration here 
is one ot unalterable opposition to the 
recognition of the Huerta regime. 

Without the recognition of the United 
States, leading Mexicans have claimed 
Mexico would not be able to extricate 
itself from its financial anfficulties, 
On this account it had been belived 
here that pressure would be brought 
to bear to persuade Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta to resign. The announce- 
ment that he has decided not to do so 
has beclouded the situation somewhat, 
and has spurred the Consfitutionalists 
to further activity to obtain the repeal 
of *he embargo on arms. They claim 
that if they do not get arms, the revo- 
lution will be a protracted struggle. 
With munitions of war, they say they 
can bring matters quickly to a crisis. 


Government Sounds Warning 
Against Fake Land Agents 


Washington—Advices to the depart- 
ment of justice of attempts to perpe- 
trate wholesale land frauds upon in- 
nocent people throughout the entire 
West, especially in Oregon, brought 
forth a vigorous warning to the public 
by Assistant Attorney-General Ernest 
Knaebel and announcement that the 
government would spare no effort to 
detect and punish the guilty parties. 

Designing and unscrupulous persons, 
declared Knaebel, are making false 
representations to the people for the 
settlement, which is im oss.ble at this 
time, of more than 2,000,000 acres of 
the so-calied Oregon and California 
railroad lands which the United States 
District Court of Oregon recently or- 
dered forfeited to the government on 
the ground that the railroad had vio- 
lated conditoins of its grant. 

As the company will appeal, the 
issue will not be settled until it reaches 
the Supreme Court, and even it the 
government ultimately is successful, 
Knaebel added, no disposition can be 
made of the lands until Congress passes 
special legislation for that purpose. 

Representing that the lands can be 
procured for settlers, those engaged in 
the alleged fraudulent scheme are said 
to be obtaining location fees for their 
serviees.

ORIGIN OF THE SHIP SCREW 


Dismantied Bark Was Propelled to 
Port by Entangled Whale, Ao- 
cording to Story. 


Johann van den Broeck, who arrived 
the other day from Java on his way 
home to Zaandam, Holland, to see his 
family, said that his grandfather, Cor 
nelius van den- Broeck, was the first 
man to have the idea of screw pro 
pellers for steamships instead of side 
wheels. 

“It was in 1838, I have been told,” 
said Mr. van den Broeck at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, the New York Times 
says, “that my grandfather command- 
ed a stout old Dutch bark of 900 tons, 
sailing from Amsterdam to the Hast 
Indies. The Groote Marie she was 
called. In trying to weather the Cape 
of Good Hope the bark was dismast- 
ed, and, like the Flying Dutchman of 
Vanderdecken, it looked as if the 
Groote Marie would spend her days to 
the crack of doom trying to get around 
to the Indian ocean on her way to 
Java. One stormy afternoon the bark 
was suddenly rocked by a crashing 
blow on her high square wooden 
stern. 

“The captain and his officers, with 
the crew on deck, rushed and saw that 
the Groote Marie had been hit by a 
whale which had stuck fast in the tim- 
bers and was slashing ihe sea with 
its tail to get free. 

“Fhe waier began pouring into the 
after hold and Capt. van den Broeck 
ordered the after hatch to be taken 
off to see how much water was com- 
ing in. Directly the hatch covers were 
removed, the enormous head of the 
whale could be seen in the gloom of 
the hold, and he started to blow the 
water out through the open hatch as 
fast as it poured in, so my grandfa- 
ther said, and in his struggle to re 
lease himself the whale prope the 
bark ahead at seven knots an hour 
into Cape Town harbor.” 

Mr. van den Broeck added that his 
grandfather tried to get some of the 
Dutch merchants in Cape Town to 
take an interest in patenting a pro- 
peller for use on steamers instead of 
paddle wheel’, as the Cunard line 
then had on the Atlantic, but they 
shook their heads ‘and said they had 
little faith in. steam and prophesied 
that canvas would still be the motive 
power for ships.

MUST WALK NALK WARILY CHOOSE THE SANDWICH 


Things English Pa Parliamentary 
Candidate May Not Do. 


Is Forbfdden to “Treat” In Any Man 
ner, Use a Hired Carriage, Buy a 
Railroad Ticket, and Has 
Many Other Restrictions. 


A candidate for parltamentary 
honors in England has to walk warily, 
according to Stray Stories. There are 
so many things he may. not do and 
others he must do if he wants to win 
his election, and he has to hit the 
happy medium or run the risk of be 
ing unseated on petition. 

Some things he is forbidden to do 
seem supremely ridiculous when com: 
pared with some of those he {s al- 
lowed to do. 

For example, there is nothing to 
Prevent a candidate who is contest- 
ing, we will say, a seat in the ex- 
treme north of Scotland, from send- 
ing his motor car—or another man’s 
—to Cornwall to fetch a voter 600 
miles to the polls, at a cost of per. 
haps $50 or $75. This ts quite legal. 

Yet if he pays for a ticket to bring 
another voter by rail to the polling 
station from a neighboring village 
only a couple of miles distant, he is 


| committing an altogether illegal act 
iand one which will probably suffice 


to unseat him if the other side hap- 
Pens to find it out. 

But there are dangers in the use of 
motor cars even. They must be prt 
vate motor cars, for instance. That 
is to say, a candidate may not ac 
cept the use. of, one that ordinarily 
piles for hire, in order to bring his 
voters to the poll, and this no matter 
whether he pays for it or not. 

The same rule, too, applies to 
horsed vehicles. A careless  elec- 
tion agent once permitted a too 
enthusiastic “cabby” to bring voters 
to the poll in his four-wheeler. The 
cabman asked for no payment. Nor 
aid he receive any. He worked him 
self, and he lent his cab, entirely for 
love of the cause. 

Nevertheless, his action, being a 
breach: of the corrupt practices act, 
sufficed to unseat his member. 

A gocd natured canvasser “stands” 
a drink to a voter, or buys another 
voter’s:child a pennyworth of candy. 
This is regarded as bribery by an 
agent, and zone such act, if proved, 
may invalidate an election. 

Sr an obscure subagent haa some 
leaflets printed, setting forth his can- 
didate’s claims to the votes of the 
electors, and quite innocently neglects 
to see that the printer put his name 
and address to the documents. This, 
also, is an offénse against the law 
governing elections. 

Treating by publicans and others, 
either on the day of the election of 
immediately preceding it, 1s another 
offense that every candidate has to 
guard against. For the law says that 
it is not necessary for him to have 
first hand knowledge that this indi- 
rect kind of bribery fs going on, in 
order to be, in a legal sense, privy 
to it. If there ts much “free beer” 
flying about among his supporters, it 
ts assumed that he or his agents are 


| responsible. 


Nor may the candidate, or any of 
his agents or subagents, pay even so 
much an a single penny piece for 
bands, flags, banners or distinctive 
badges, or for the exhibition of ad- 
dresses, bills or notices in windows 
|or elsewhere. Any such payment is 
‘strictly forbidden. The party asso- 
clation pay for the things mentioned. 


Old-Time Maximum Wage.

He punches a small hole in a tomato 
can, fills the can with water and sand 
and buries it in the ground near a 
tomato root. 

He says that the slow seeping of 
the water from the tomato can gives 
the plant all the moisture it needs 
without the usual drying up of the 
plant when a garden hose is used.— 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Tomate and Horse-Radish. Makes an 
Excellent Combination—Pineap- 
ple Fine for Those Who 
Like the Fine Flavor. 

Tomato and Horseradish Sand- 
wiches.—-Butter thin slices of bread, 
lay a crisp lettuce leaf on lower slice, 
then place very thin slices of firm to- 
Matoes on top, spread a little pre 
pared horseradish on each slice, cover 
with another lettuce leaf and slice of 
bread. Trim the edges evenly and 

cut through center. 

Brown Bread Sandwiches.—Butter 
thin slices of brown bread, lay a let- 
tuce leaf on lower side, spread a lit- 
tle boiled dressing over, sprinkle with 
chopped walnuts; lay another lettuce 
leaf with dresing on that, press top 
slice of bread on and cut into three 
triangular pieces. . 

Pineapple Sandwiches.—Cut pineap- 
ple into thin slices, trim off the rind 
and remove center core, now shred 
Into fine slivers, sugar slightly and 
set in cold place over night. Or, if 
desired leave the slices whole, place 
between slices of buttered bread and 
cut into triangles. 

Ginger and Walnut Sandwiches.— 
Between thin slices of buttered 
bread lay bits of preserved ginger and 
chopped walnuts, using a little of the 
sirup the ginger is put up in. Cut 
Into thin slices. 

Dream Sandwiches.—Rub one cupful 
of stewed prunes to a paste with two 
spoonfuls of lemon juice, spread be- 
tween thin slices of buttered bread; 
a few chopped walnuts may be added. 
Cut each into four little squares. 

Hot Preserve Sandwiches.—Cut 
bread moderately thin, trim into even 
squares, butter lightly, spread with 
any well-flavored firm preserve, cut 
into trangles, place in flat tin and 
toast under gas flame in broiling oven 
until a golden brown. Turn and toast 
other side, and serve on hot plate cov- 
ered with napkin. 

Bacon and Lettuce Sandwiches.— 
Cut crust from thin slices of bread, 
toast on one side only and keep warm.

Chicken in Paper Cases. 

Singe and draw a two-pound chick- 
en. Cut off the neck and feet and cut 
It In four pieces. Mix one-half pint of 
olive ofl, one sliced onion, one carrot, 
two branches of celery, three spriga 
of parsley, two cloves of garlic, half 
a bay leaf, two cloves, three pepper 
corns, one coffeespoonful of salt. Put 
the chicken in this at least six hours 
before cooking it. See that every piece 
ls well soaked in the marinade, turn- 
Ing them over every two hours, Cook 
them in a ekillet, adding the marindale 
slowly, for ten minutes, placing the 
Inside part under. 

Have ready square boxes made of 
white paper, put the pieces into them, 
place them in a baking-pan side by 
side. Cover the cases entirely with an 
oiled paper and bake for twelve min- 
ates. Strain the sauce, finish with 
the juice of a lemon squeezed over the 
chicken and serve very hot.—Harper’s 
Bazar. 


Egg Beater. 

An egg beater will do many things 
besides beat eggs. If a custard boile 
a little too much, keep it from curd- 
ling by beating thoroughly. Use it also 
for lumpy gravy. After boiled salad 
dressing is removed from the double 
boiler beat ft hard for a few minutes, 
and it will be much more delicate and 
fluffy. One may use the beater for 
cake batter. Reduce the milk with a 
couple of tablespoonfuls of hot water, 
which will soften the batter so that 
you can beat the sugar, butter, milk 
and part of the flour to a delicate 
eream hefore adding the remainder of 
the flour and baking powder. 


Apple Salad. 

Apple salad is delicious and season- 
able, too. You take large red apples 
and scoop out the inside, creating 
cups. These are put into cold water 
with a few drops of lemon juice until 
ready to be filled. The filling consists 
of the apple chopped with celery, a lit- 
tle grapefruit and mayonnaise dress- 
ing. On the top heap bits of walnut 
and maraschino cherries, and lay each 
cup on a lettuce leaf.
